with the bod y k ept warm and the 
sk m k ept comfortable by ad d ed 
clothing, will probably be a gain 
rather than a loss. 
Hazard s d o exist, howev er, es­ 
pecially with those who are cha rg­ 
ing ov er to old er forms of heating, 
the d etails of which they may hav e 
forgotten. Probably the greatest 
hazard in changing ov er from fuel 
oil to other forms of heating will 
be the d anger of setting the house 
on fire. There is an enormous d eath 
rate that is fairly stead y, occur­ 
ring naturally mostly in the win­ 
ter, d ue to people being trapped in 
burning home« . A large propor­ 
tion of the« e fire« are traced to 
d irty, ov erheated stov es, furnaces, 
flues and pipes. Experienced men 
should inspect all heating appara­ 
tus and their recommend ations for 
cleaning and repairing should be 
heed ed . 


Precautions Nece*« ary 


The av erage household er who 
has been using fuel oil may hav e 
forgotten some of the precautions 
he used to tak e when he was using 
coal in the furnace. A fire may be 
started from hot ashes carelessly- 
placed in wood or other combus­ 
tible containers or mixed with rub­ 
bish. 
It seems superfluous to mention 
it. but there is still an enormous 
d eath rate among people who start 
or speed up a tire in the grate or 
stov e by pouring on k erosene. 
Open fireplaces in the United 
States hav e become more or less a 
thing of the past and the house­ 
hold er should be remind ed that un­ 
less screened , these fires may be 
tne cause of serious burns by set-

ting fire to clothing, especially the 
clothing of child ren. 
Gas or oil heaters without flues 
in poorly v entilated rooms, if al- 
1< wed to burn for any length of 
time, may result in d eath from enr- 
bon monoxid e poisoning. Anybod y 
changing ov er to gas should be 
sure that all the d etachable tubing 
is tight and sound so that leak s 
w ill not occur. 


Disconnected Pipe* 


Asphyxiation comes on not only 
from this source but also when coal 
stov es or furnac<*pipes become d is­ 
connected or rusted , or when the 
d ampers are so set that partially 
burned 
gases 
escape 
into 
the 
house. 
A great many people are plan­ 
ning to sav e fuel by k eeping their 
wind ows closed , whereas und er or­ 
d inary circumstances in the past 
they would always hav e some win­ 
d ows open — ev en on the cold est 
d ay« . This attitud e of mind is a 
d istinct hazard in itself, because 
an op**n wind ow which ad mits v en­ 
tilation will d o much to prev ent 
any possible d anger from heating 
upparatus with which the house­ 
hold er may not be familiar, such 
as those mentioned abov e. 
It is 
bettor to be uncomfortable, cold , or 
mod erately uncomfortable ratner 
than to tak e crthnces with the heat­ 
ing apparatus. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. C. P .:— Is psoriasis conta­ 
gious' If you ev er hav e it can you 
get rid of it altogether without 
any d anger of it coming back 
again? Does tak ing a bath affect 
psoriasis? 
Answer: Psoriasis is a chronic 
sk in d isease, the cause of which is 
entirely unk nown.
